We  were  prompted  to  make  this  tour  by  certain  rumors  of  gross 
irregularities  among  the  students  rooming  in  the  colleges.

For  a  long  time  the  College  authorities  have  had  the 
Walker  building  "  in  their  eye,"  but  now  that  it  has  remained 
there  so  long,  we  all  really  feel  that  it  ought  to  be  removed  soon, 
lest  it  seriously  affect  them.  It  stands  exactly  where  it  did  a  year 
ago,  unless  we  must  regard  those  huge  masses  of  stone,  scattered 
through  the  Grove,  evidently  placed  there  for  the  Freshmen  to 
play  "  hide  and  seek  "  in,  those  sad  monuments  of  fickle  disposi- 
tions, as  advances  in  the  right  direction.  One  thing  has  happened 
lately  that  has  cast  a  cloud  over  the  whole  body  of  students ;  this 
is,  the  resignation  of  Professor  Clark,  and  his  appointment  as  Pres- 
ident of  the  Agricultural  College.  While  we  congratulate  our  sis- 
ter institution  on  her  success  in  procuring  such  an  able,  learned, 
and  energetic  man,  we  all  deeply  feel  our  loss  ;  never  was  there  a 
Professor  who  so  exactly  met  the  wants  of  the  students  :  always 
ready  to  oblige,  cheerful,  and  accommodating,  the  College  will  go 
far  before  she  finds  his  equal.  He  carries  with  him  the  good  wishes 
of  Amherst  College,  and  we  at  least  hope  that  his  connection  with 
us  shall  not  be  so  completely  severed,  as  that  the  College  Garden, 
a  beautiful  witness  last  Spring  of  his  taste  and  attention,  shall  now 
be  neglected.
